A Su nday afternoon hike for 
three y ou ng San Francisco wo­ 
men tu rned into a near-night­ 
mare last night as they wou nd 
u p stranded on the hills abov e 
Alpine Lake u ntil 12:30 this 
morning. 
Mrs. Connie Bru ssel, 29; Miss ; 
Sondra Israel, 24, and Miss Ella 
Ax elrod, 25 , were fou nd cold 
and frightened, in thick trail- 
less bru sh abou t a mile from 
Alpine Dam toward Lake La- 
gu nitas. 
Their three rescu ers were at 


a loss to ex plain how the wom­ 
en got there. 


Don Williams, owner and 
operator of the Meadow Clu b

no trails in the area. 


“It’s impossible cou ntry ,” he 
said. “In fact, we are try ing to 
figu re ou t a way to get trails 
in that area.

Probably 
crawled u p crev ices, took deer 


trails, and finally cou ldn't go 
any fu rther.” 
PEERING EYES 
The y ou ng women told res­ 
cu ers they were frightened by 
shining ey es that kept peering 
at them. Williams said there 
were some deer arou nd, bu t no 
dangerou s animals are known 
to be there. 
First report that the women 
were lost reached the sheriff’s 
office at 8 :30 p.m., when Mrs. 
Bru ssel's hu sband, E u g e n e 
Bru ssel of San Francisco, call­ 


ed for help. The women had 
left Deer Park School in Fair­ 
fax at 1:30 p.m. and were to 
meet him at Alpine Dam at 
5 :30.

lately ? 
Don’t ru sh for y ou r psy chia­ 
trist, grab (swat) a fly swatter. 
The annu al seige is on, the 
Marin Cou nty Health Depart­ 
ment will tell y ou , in case y ou 
hav en’t noticed it for y ou rself. 
“It’s ideal weather for flies,” 
according to Mau rice Scott, Ma­ 
rin Cou nty Health Department 
sanitarian. 
Complaints abou t the infes­ 
tation hav e come mostly from 
the Santa Venetia and Mann- 
wood areas, where many of 
Marin’s most recent arriv als 
from the city hav e settled into 
su bu rban life. 
Ou t Nov ato way , where there 
is an equ al nu mber of the bu zz­ 
ing 
pests, 
bu t 
few'er 
com­ 
plaints, the folks seem to be 
more u sed to liv ing near dairy 
and chicken ranches, Scott the­ 
orized. 
He ex plained that the recent 
early season rains, which wet 
down piles of manu re at near­ 
by ranches, and the su bsequ ent 
warm weather was a combina­ 
tion hard to beat for speeding 
u p the birth cy cle of flies. 
State dairy regu lations re­ 
qu ire that manu re be piled at 
least 100 feet from a dairy 
barn, bu t make no other pro­ 
v ision for its disposal. All the 
health department can do is 
to su ggest methods of control.

Stock Market Woman Passes Lie 
Hit By 'Worst'

The steel op­ 
erating rate eased below 8 0 per 
cent of capacity .

Tendency To Increase

“What happened , 
d o c t o r ? 
Jerry ’s ey es seem to hav e got­ 
ten so mu ch worse in the past 
few months,” asked a worried 
mother u pon being told Her 
son’s nearsighted ness had near­ 
ly d ou bled . 
A trou blesome characteristic 
of nearsighted ness is its ten­ 
d ency to increase in y ou ng­ 
sters. Ev ery nearsighted child 
faces the threat of continu ally 
blu rring ey esight d u ring the 
formativ e y ears, u ntil finally 
thick, heav y lenses are need ed 
to see with. 
The early sy mptoms of be­ 
ginning nearsighted ness, or an 
increase in an ex isting cond i­ 
tion, is blu rred v ision — the 
child can’t see the blackboard 
or TV as well as he u sed to. 
Seld om is there ey estrain or 
any d iscomfort. The child can 
see u p close—that's what near­ 
sighted ness means: “close v is­ 
ion,” He may d o well in school 
and like to read . Often he hold s 
things too close to his ey es; 
parents shou ld recognize this 
warning sign. 


CLOSE WATCH ADVISED 
There is no way to be cer­ 
tain when nearsighted ness d e­ 
v elops ju st how far it will go. 
It sometimes progresses with 
alarming rapid ity . In a few 
cases it d oesn’t change at all. 
Bu t ev ery child who has it 
mu st be closely watched . 
The basic cau se of nearsight­ 
ed ness mu st be attacked . Diet, 
postu re, metabolism, gland u lar 
fu nction, and u se of ey es for 
close work — all these mu st be 
consid ered . Special lens pre­ 
scriptions d esigned to reliev e 
the strain from schoolwork are 
as effectiv e as any thing can be 
in prev enting increase of the 
cond ition.

More than 300 Marin County 
women now belong to the Ma­ 
nn General Hospital Service 
League, a volunteer organiza­ 
tion dedicated to brightening 
the lives of patients at the dis­ 
trict-owned hospital, according 
to Mrs. Lyman McBride, Sleepy 
Hollow, league president. 
Mrs. Sam Schonwasser, Fair­ 
fax, called the initial meeting 
of 1 5 women at her home in 
1950, two years before the hos­ 
pital was opened.

ORIENTATION COURSE 
Membership in the service 
league is open to anyone, but 
it is necessary for the “Pink 
Ladies,” those who perform 
services inside the hospital, to 
take an orientation course con­ 
ducted at the hospital. 
Almost 100,000 hours of vol­ 
unteer work have been con­ 
tributed by the Pink Ladies 
since Marin General opened its 
doors, chores such as deliver­ 
ing mail, running errands, de­ 
livering flowers, staffing the 
reception 
desk, 
conducting 
tours and countless other jobs 
that assist the nurses in their 
work and make the patients 
happier. 
SERVICE CART 
The league carries on many 
special hospital projects which 
are in charge of standing com­ 
mittees. Such a project is the 
“service cart” which shuttles 
from room to room laden with 
candy, 
cigarettes, 
stationery 
and other supplies to gladden 
the hearts of those confined to 
their beds. Mrs. Jack Stephens, 
Marin Wood, is chairman of 
this activity. 
Just a year ago, a commit­ 
tee headed by Mrs. John Mc­ 
Farland, Kent Woodlands, pro­ 
vided a TV set for every pa­ 
tient room and a master an­ 
tenna to serve the entire hos­ 
pital. Pillow speakers permit 
patients to listen without dis­ 
turbing their neighbors.

Profits from this operation are 
used by the league to purchase 
equipment which has helped 
make Marin General one of the 
best equipped hospitals in the 
country.

Questions On Freeholders 


Ju st o n e week an d o n e day fro m to ­ 
day Marin residen ts are b ein g ask ed to 
elect a Bo ard o f Freeho lders to p rep are 
a co u n ty charter. 
There seems to b e co n siderab le mis­ 
u n derstan din g ab o u t this electio n an d 
its p u rp o se. Perhap s we can clear u p 
so me q u estio n s. 
Fifty Marin residen ts hav e q u alified 
fo r the b allo t. Each v o ter may select 15 
o f these, with the 15 hav in g the highest 
n u mb er o f v o tes b ein g elected. 
These 15 freeho lders will serv e with­ 
o u t p ay , b u t with n ecessary ex p en ses 
p aid, fo r n o t to ex ceed o n e y ear. 
In that time, they mu st p rep are a 
co u n ty charter fo r Marin an d p resen t 
it to the Bo ard o f Su p erv iso rs. 
The 
b o ard mu st p u b lish the charter in fu ll 
as sp ecified b y the State Co n stitu tio n , 
an d su b mit it to the v o ters at an elec­ 
tio n . The v o ters may either accep t o r 
reject the charter as it stan ds, mak in g 
n o alteratio n s. If they accep t it. it go es 
to the Legislatu re fo r ratificatio n an d 
then b eco mes law. An y chan ges in the 
charter may b e made after its ado p tio n 
thro u gh amen dmen ts. 
A charter is b asic law fo r a co u n ty . 
On ly 11 co u n ties in the state n o w hav e 
charters b u t they co n tain b etween 7 0 
an d 80 p er cen t o f the state’s p o p u la­ 
tio n . Mo st o f the 11 are large co u n ties, 
b u t at least two , Bu tte an d Tehama, are 
smaller than Marin . 
All n o n -charter co u n ties o p erate u n ­ 
der gen eral state law, b asic decisio n s 
o n co u n ty o p eratio n restin g in 
the 
han ds o f the Legislatu re. 
There are defin ite limits as to what 
the freeho lders can p ro p o se in a char­ 
ter. Bu t there are b ro ad areas in which 
they can mak e v ital decisio n s. 
They mu st n o t, fo r ex amp le, ab o lish 
o ffices created b y the State Co n stitu tio n 
o r tak e away fro m these o ffices an y 
p o wers which are set u p in the Co n stitu ­ 
tio n . There are 13 o f these o ffices b e­ 
sides the Bo ard o f Su p erv iso rs. A char­ 
ter might determin e that these o ffices 
b e either ap p o in tiv e o r electiv e, they 
might b e co mb in ed in certain co mb in a­ 
tio n s, their terms o f o ffice an d salaries 
may b e altered, b u t they mu st b e set. 
The Bo ard o f Su p erv iso rs itself co u ld 
b e chan ged. No t o n ly might the n u mb er

o n the b o ard b e chan ged (n o t to less 
than three memb ers), b u t the su p er­ 
v iso rial districts might also b e altered. 
Yet the legislativ e resp o n sib ilities o f 
the su p erv iso rs may n o t b e delegated. 
Neither may the du ties p u t u p o n them 
b y the Co n stitu tio n . 
Bu t p o wers an d du ties p u t u p o n the 
su p erv iso rs o r o ther o fficers b y state 
legislativ e actio n may b e chan ged. The 
Su p reme Co u rt has ru led that charter 
p ro v isio n s tak e p receden ce o v er gen ­ 
eral law. This seems lo gical in that the 
Legislatu re ap p ro v es the charter, in ef­ 
fect p assin g a n ew law fo r a co u n ty su b ­ 
seq u en t to p assage o f the gen eral law. 
It is in the field o f co u n ty admin istra­ 
tio n , ho wev er, that the freeho lders will 
hav e wide latitu de. They co u ld reco m­ 
men d n o chan ge, a stro n ger admin istra­ 
tiv e o fficer, a co u n ty man ager with 
b ro ad 
admin istrativ e 
p o wers. 
They 
co u ld ev en reco mmen d that the co u n ty 
man ager b e electiv e an d thu s co mp lete­ 
ly in dep en den t o f the su p erv iso rs, al­ 
tho u gh attemp ts in this ty p e o f o p era­ 
tio n hav e p ro v ed disastro u s. 


Bu t let s get o n e thin g clear. We are 
talk in g o n ly ab o u t co u n ty go v ern men t. 
No thin g the freeho lders do can affect 
the o p eratio n o f an y in co rp o rated city , 
u n less the city wan ts it to . The n ew 
charter co u ld p ro v ide fo r mu ch greater 
co o p eratio n b etween the co u n ty an d cit­ 
ies in p ractically an y way . Bu t the char­ 
ter can n o t, fo r ex amp le, estab lish a 
City -Co u n ty o f Marin , n o r can it chan ge 
a sin gle law o r b o u n dary o f the smallest 
city . 


These are o n ly the highlights o f what 
the 15 elected freeho lders will b e called 
u p o n to do . They will hav e to decide 
u p o n the b est ty p e o f go v ern men t fo r 
Marin , what the charter sho u ld p ro v ide, 
an d then p u t it do wn in wo rds so we all 
can mak e u p o u r min ds whether we 
wan t it o r n o t. 


Ob v io u sly this calls fo r a p articu larly 
high ty p e in div idu al. Hap p ily we hav e 
a large selectio n an d a high q u ality o f 
can didates. 
We ho p e that each v o ter 
will giv e carefu l co n sideratio n to their 
selectio n 
b ecau se 
the q u ality o f the 
freeho lders b o ard will b e reflected in 
the charter they p ro du ce.

The order, signed by Secre­ 
tary of Defense Charles Wilson 
before his recent retirem ent, 
was not made public at the 
time. 
MORE HARM 
The Washington Post and 
Times Herald said some hold­ 
ers of Air Force contracts for 
basic research have complained 
that the harm done to research 
will be out of proportion to 
the money saved. 
A Defense D e p a r t m e n t 
spokesman said yesterday that 
Wilson’s intent was for a care­ 
ful review by each service of 
its research test and evaluation 
programs in the light of the 
current government economy 
drive. 
Congress allotted five billion 
dollars for research during the 
current fiscal year, which be­ 
gan July 1. The total included 
$1,700,000,000 
for 
basic 
re­ 
search and $3,300,000,000 for 
research and development pro­ 
curement. 
Monroney called the order 
an example of “meat ax econ­ 
omy.” 
The Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion has been criticized in the 
past for an alleged lack of in­ 
terest in basic research— the 
long-range scientific investiga­ 
tions which frequently do not 
produce immediately useful re­ 
sults. 
Monroney said the U.S. pro­

His refusal was a bitter blow 
to Coty who had great hopes 
that Schuman, a man with no 
personal 
enemies 
and 
with 
great prestige, could finally 
solve the country’s 21-day-old 
government crisis. 


Schuman’s refusal to form 
a new cabinet came as snow­ 
balling labor unrest threaten­ 
ed new troubles for the coun­ 
try.

“workers protest” against the 
current freeze on wages and 
the rising cost of living. In ad­ 
dition, there were reports that 
the French national treasury

Schuman refused to try in 
the face of previous failures by 
three other political leaders in 
their efforts to set up a gov­

The later has re ­ 
signed, but is remaining in of­ 
fice until a new regime can be 
set up.

3 Women Hikers Lost Overnight 


A Sunday afternoon hike for 
three young San Francisco wo­ 
men turned into a near-night­ 
mare last night as they wound 
up stranded on the hills above 
Alpine Lake until 12:30 this 
morning. 
Mrs. Connie Brussel, 29; Miss 
Sondra Israel, 24, and Miss Ella 
Axelrod, 25, were found cold 
and frightened, in thick trail- 
less brush about a mile from 
Alpine Dam toward Lake La- 
gunitas. 
Their three rescuers were at 


a loss to explain how the wom­ 
en got there. 


Don Williams, owner and 
operator of the Meadow Club 
Stables, who rowed a 
boat 
across the lake to get to the 
isolated spot, said there are 
no trails in the area. 


“It’s impossible country," he 
said. “In fact, we are trying to 
figure out a way to get trails 
in that area. 1 don’t know how 
they ever got there. Probably 
crawled up crevices, took deer 


trails, and finally couldn't go 
any further.’’ 
PEERING EYES 
The young women told res­ 
cuers they were frightened by 
shining eyes that kept peering 
at them. Williams said there 
were some deer around, but no 
dangerous animals are known 
to be there. 
First report that the women 
were lost reached the sheriff’s 
office at 8:30 p.m., when Mrs. 
Brussel’s husband, E u g e n e 
Brussel of San Francisco, call­ 


ed for help. The women had 
left Deer Park School in Fair­ 
fax at 1:30 p.m. and were to 
meet him at Alpine Dam at 
5:30. Brussel waited until 6:30, 
then went home in case they 
tried to reach him by phone 
there. 


SHOUTS RETURNED

Marin's Had Ideal Weather For Flies

The annual seige is on, the 
Marin County Health Depart­ 
ment will tell you, in case you 
haven't noticed it for yourself. 
“It’s ideal weather for flies,” 
according to Maurice Scott, Ma­ 
rin County Health Department 
sanitarian. 
Complaints about the infes­ 
tation have come mostly from 
the Santa Venetia and Marin- 
wood areas, where many of 
Marin’s most recent arrivals 
from the city have settled into 
suburban life. 
Out Novato way, where there 
is an equal number of the buzz­ 
ing 
pests, 
but 
fewer 
com­ 
plaints, the folks seem to be 
more used to living near dairy 
and chicken ranches, Scott the­ 
orized. 
He explained that the recent 
early season rains, which wet 
down piles of manure at near­ 
by ranches, and the subsequent 
warm wea.her was a combina­ 
tion hard to beat for speeding 
up the birth cycle of flies. 
State dairy regulations re­ 
quire that manure be piled at 
least 100 feet from a dairy 
barn, but make no other pro­ 
vision for its disposal. All the 
health department can do is 
to suggest methods of control. I 


Any control of flies by the 
ranchers is voluntary, Scott 
stated. 
In all fairness to the dairy­ 
men, Scott hastened to add,

they don’t like the flies any 
more than the city people do. 
Flies make the cows very 
nervous, 
causing 
them 
to 
twitch their sides, stomp their 
hoofs, and switch their tails, 
thereby 
appreciably 
cutting 
milk production, he explained. 
They do all they can, within 
economic limits, to spray ma­ 
nure piles with insecticide and 
to have the piles hauled away 
by fertilizer firms, he said. 
It’s a problem we have every 
year in Marin about this time, 
living 
near 
agricultural 
re­ 
gions as we do. We’ve never 
made any progress in getting 
rid of the annoyance, said the 
sanitarian. 
Screen doors might be a 
help, though, he added hope­ 
fully. 


Stock Market 
Hit By 'Worst' 
Selling Wave 


NEW YORK W— Waves of 
selling gave the stock market 
one of its worst beatings in 
two years today as volume 
soared to around its highest for 
1957. The drop was the sharp­ 
est since the first session after 
President Eisenhower’s heart 
attack in September, 1955. 
The high-speed ticker tape 
ran behind transactions on sev­ 
en separate occasions. It was 
never more than three minutes 
late but it was tardy for a to­ 
tal of about 50 minutes. 
Continued 
discouragement 
about the business outlook and 
tight money were compounded 
by news of cutbacks and lay­ 
offs, brokers said. The steel op­ 
erating rate eased below 80 per 
cent of capacity. Some calling 
of margin loans was reported. 
The market was lower from 
the start. A few early gains by 
aircrafts, missiles, some oils 
and chemicals were wiped out. 
Successive sell-offs deepened 
losses until the close. 
Key stocks took losses from 
1 to 6 points.

“What happened, d o c t o r ? 
Jerry ’s eyes seem to have got­ 
ten so much worse in the past 
few months." asked a worried 
mother upon being told her 
son’s nearsightedness had near­ 
ly doubled. 
A troublesome characteristic 
of nearsightedness is its ten­ 
dency to increase in young­ 
sters. Every nearsighted child 
faces the threat of continually 
blurring eyesight during the 
formative years, until finally 
thick, heavy lenses are needed 
to see with. 
The early symptoms of be­ 
ginning nearsightedness, or an 
increase in an existing condi­ 
tion, is blurred vision — the 
child can’t see the blackboard 
or TV as well as he used to. 
Seldom is there eyestrain or 
any discomfort. The child can 
see up close—that’s what near­ 
sightedness means: “close vis­ 
ion.” He may do well in school 
and like to read. Often he holds 
things too close to his eyes; 
parents should recognize this 
warning sign. 


CLOSE WATCH ADVISED 
There is no way to be cer­ 
tain when nearsightedness de­ 
velops just how far it will go. 
It sometimes progresses with 
alarming rapidity. In a few 
cases it doesn’t change at all. 
But every child who has it 
must be closely watched. 
The basic cause of nearsight­ 
edness must be attacked. Diet, 
posture, metabolism, glandular 
function, and use of eyes for 
close work — all these must be 
considered. Special lens pre­ 
scriptions designed to relieve 
the strain from schoolwork are 
as effective as anything can be 
in preventing increase of the 
condition. 
SPECIAL GLASSES 
In some cases this may in­ 
volve two pair of glasses, or the 


wearing of bifocals for a short 
time. But parents must under­ 
stand what is being done if 
this method is to be successful. 
Bifocals 
for 
youngsters 
are 
used in any case, whether near- 
sighted or not, if there is evl- 
dence of considerable difficulty 
in focusing for near objects. 
If your child says his vision 
is blurring, find out right away 
if it is so. Be prepared to go 
along with special lens pre- 
scriptions and do it right away 
if everything possible is to b t 
done to stop nearsightedness or 
slow it down.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Let's Straighten Out Some 
Questions On Freeholders 


Just one week and one day from to­ 
day Marin residents are being asked to 
elect a Board of Freeholders to prepare 
a county charter. 
There seems to be considerable mis­ 
understanding about this election and 
its purpose. Perhaps we can clear up 
some questions. 
Fifty Marin residents have qualified 
for the ballot. Each voter may select 15 
of these, with the 15 having the highest 
number of votes being elected. 
These 15 freeholders will serve with­ 
out pay, but with necessary expenses 
paid, for not to exceed one year. 
In that time, they must prepare a 
county charter for Marin and present 
it to the Board of Supervisors. 
The 
board must publish the charter in full 
as specified by the State Constitution, 
and submit it to the voters at an elec­ 
tion. The voters may either accept or 
reject the charter as it stands, making 
no alterations. If they accept it, it goes 
to the legislature for ratification and 
then becomes law. Any changes in the 
charter may be made after its adoption 
through amendments. 
A charter is basic law for a county. 
Only 11 counties in the state now have 
charters but they contain between 70 
and 80 per cent of the state’s popula­ 
tion. Most of the 11 are large counties, 
but at least two, Butte and Tehama, are 
smaller than Marin. 
All non-charter counties operate un­ 
der general state law, basic decisions 
on county operation resting in the 
hands of the Legislature. 
There are definite limits as to what 
the freeholders can propose in a char­ 
ter. But there are broad areas in which 
they can make vital decisions. 
They must not. for example, abolish 
offices created by the State Constitution 
or take away from these offices any 
powers which are set up in the Constitu­ 
tion. There are 13 of these offices be­ 
sides the Board of Supervisors. A char­ 
ter might determine that these offices 
be either appointive or elective, they 
might be combined in certain combina­ 
tions, their terms of office and salaries 
may be altered, but they must be set. 
The Board of Supervisors itself could 
be changed. Not only might the number 
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on the board be changed (not to less 
than three members), but the super­ 
visorial districts might also be altered. 
Yet the legislative responsibilities of 
the supervisors may not be delegated. 
Neither may the duties put upon them 
by the Constitution. 
But powers and duties put upon the 
supervisors or other officers by state 
legislative action may be changed. The 
Supreme Court has ruled that charter 
provisions take precedence over gen­ 
eral law. This seems logical in that the 
Legislature approves the charter, in ef­ 
fect passing a new law for a county sub­ 
sequent to passage of the general law. 
It is in the field of county administra­ 
tion, however, that the freeholders will 
have wide latitude. They could recom­ 
mend no change, a stronger administra­ 
tive officer, a county manager with 
broad 
administrative 
powers. 
They 
could even recommend that the county 
manager be elective and thus complete­ 
ly independent of the supervisors, al­ 
though attempts in this type of opera­ 
tion have proved disastrous. 


But let’s get one thing clear. We are 
talking only about county government. 
Nothing the freeholders do can affect 
the operation of any incorporated city, 
unless the city wants it to. The new' 
charter could provide for much greater 
cooperation between the county and cit­ 
ies in practically any way. But the char­ 
ter can not, for example, establish a 
City-County of Marin, nor can it change 
a single law or boundary of the smallest 
city. 


These are only the highlights of what 
the 15 elected freeholders will be called 
upon to do. They will have to decide 
upon the best type of government for 
Marin, w hat the charter should provide, 
and then put it down in words so we all 
can make up our minds whether we 
want it or not. 


Obviously this calls for a particularly 
high type individual. Happily we have 
a large selection and a high quality of 
candidates. 
We hope that each voter 
will give careful consideration to their 
selection because the quality of the 
freeholders board will be reflected in 
the charter they produce.

Urbanizing Of State's Farm Lands 


Poses New Problems And Dangers

SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) — 
California’s rapid expansion 
in population has, as every­ 
one knows, brought with it 
some problems. Not all of 
these are the immediate prob­ 
lems of lack of school space, 
crowded highways, and heavy 
inroads upon the state’s water 
supply. 
One of the less publicized 
problems is that of the change 
of some of this state’s rich 
farm lands to urban and in­ 
dustrial property, and the at­ 
tendant confusion that re­ 
sults. both for society as a 
whole, and for the individuals 
who own the land. 


A SENATE interim com­ 
mittee headed by Sen. John 
A. Murdy of Orange County, 
is delving into the situation. 
Information already present­ 
ed to the committee indicates 
that by the year 2020, the 
population of the state will be 
45 million people, with 90 per 
cent of these people living in 
urban areas. 
In 1955, a survey showed 
16 per cent of the state’s cul­ 
tivable land urbanized, and 
30 per cent of this had oc­ 
curred since 1942. The survey 
indicates that for each 1.000 
growth in population, some 
250 acres of farm land are 
absorbed. And the pace is 
quickening, as the population 
expands. 


C O N C E I V A B L Y , then, 
within a period of time, there 
could be no more farm land 
in 
California, 
except 
that 
acreage which is not desirable 
for intensive farming, nor for 
urban use either. Take one 
county alone: the survey esti­ 
mates that all cultivable lands 
in Santa Clara County will be 
urbanized within the next 10 
to 15 years. 
With this change in the 
state’s 
picture, 
a 
change 
which at the present time 
seems unavoidable and likely 
to progress whether anyone 
likes it or not, the problem 
arises to plague legislators as 
tohow' the cities and counties 
of the state will be able to 
finance the increased services 
they will be forced to give to 
the new population. 


THE CHANGE from rural 
to urban, of course, requires 
greater expenditure on the 
part of whatever local gov­ 


ernment may have the urban­ 
ized area • under its supervi­ 
sion. 
Some 
counties 
have 
solved the problem, partially, 
at least, by assessing the pros­ 
pective 
urbanized 
land 
at 
urban figures. Yet these lands 
may still be being farmed, 
and the individual who owns 
them may not want to give 
up his farm. 
On the other hand, the in­ 
dividual can’t afford through 
farming to pay the kind of 
taxes that are assessed. In 
consequence, the change has 
the effect of forcing farmers 
to sell for urbanization pur­ 
poses, and move elsewhere. 


THUS, ONE of the funda­ 
mental problems associated 
with the urbanization of agri­ 
cultural lands is the continu­ 
ing increase in value of rural 
lands for uses other than agri­ 
culture. This results in the 
elimination 
of 
agricultural 
land to an extent which may 
not be justified on the basis 
of long - range e co n om ic 
values, and with serious short- 
range dislocations to agricul­ 
ture. 
The problem posed is one 
of gfave import, and 
the 
question would appear to be 
whether assessors are going 
to continue the dislocations 
and force the individual to 
sell his property whether he 
wants to sell or not.

PARIS—There’s one thing 
for sure, the supreme head­ 
quarters of NATO is not be­ 
ing in the least panicked by 
Russia’s hurtling earth-satel­ 
lite or by its much-proclaimed 
new hydrogen warhead. 


If Moscow hopes to under­ 
mine NATO by scaring its 
member nations, as it has 
often tried to do, there is no 
sign here that either the po­ 
litical leadership or the mili­ 
tary leadership of NATO is 
being bowled over by these 
developments. 


Any correspondent who 
has talked with Paul Henri 
Spaak, secretary general of 
the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, and Gen. Lauris 
Norstad, knows how NATO 
will answer the threats which, 
in the wake of its “ baby 
moon” and latest hydrogen 
tests, Russia has made. 


TO “ PRAVDA’S” l a t e s t 
warning that, with the earth- 
satellite “exploding the myth 
of Russian technical back­ 
wardness,” the West must 
now accept the Soviet version 
of disarmament and “ peace­ 
ful 
co-existence,” 
Kremlin- 
style—NATO’s answer is, it 
can be said with knowledge, 
an unequivocal and unintimi­ 
dated “No.” 
The council of ministers of 
the 15 NATO countries stood 
solidly behind the American, 
British and French position 
during the London talks and 
that is where it stands today: 
No disarmament without in­ 
spection 
and 
precautions 
against surprise attack, no 
ending of nuclear tests with­ 
out ending the production of 
nuclear weapons. 
As to “peaceful co-exist­ 
ence,” Western Europe looks 
at 
Hungary 
and 
wonders 
when it is going to begin. 


NOT THAT NATO chiefs 
belittle the meaning of Soviet 
scientific achievements. These 
testify to the high quality of 
Soviet scientists, great engi­ 
neering skill and the determi­ 
nation of the Kremlin to put 
arms ahead of butter. 
But a few weeks ago when 
Moscow rattled the hydrogen 
bomb over the heads of the 
Norwegians and warned that 
they had better get out of 


NATO and spurn all offers of 
atomic weapons—or else—lit­ 
tle Norway neither budged 
nor quavered. It firmly told 
the Kremlin that it would re­ 
main in NATO and that Nor­ 
way, obviously no military 
threat to Russia, would decide 
for itself what weapons were 
best for its own defense. 


Spaak is confident that the 
Soviets do not possess the 
“ultimate weapon” and that 
they will not possess it un­ 
less the West gives it to them. 
The ultimate weapon would 
be allied disunity and today 
NATO is stronger politically 
and militarily than ever. 


TWICE 
IN this century 
American military forces 
have been in Western Europe 
in time of war. Now, for the 
first time in history, Amer­ 
ican forces are in Europe in 
time of peace to preserve the 
peace. 


This is what may keep 
America and the free world 
out of war. This is why Gen. 
Norstad says that the pres­ 
ence of U.S., British and Ca­ 
nadian troops in Europe with 
those of the European na­ 
tions, are a steady reminder 
to the Russians that any ag­ 
gression will instantly bring 
down on them the total power 
of the Alliance. 


No wonder NATO is the No. 
1 target of Soviet foreign pol­ 
icy and its dissolution its 
No. 1 objective.

Schuman, a 71-year-old for­ 
mer premier and a member of 
the middle of the road Catho­ 
lic Popular Republican party 
(MRP) was offered the job this 
morning. He turned it down 
immediately. 


Coty asked him to form a 
government after he reported 
on an urgent fact-finding fi­ 
nancial 
mission 
which 
the 
president sent him on last Sat­ 
urday. 


His refusal was a bitter blow 
to Coty who had great hopes 
that Schuman, a man with no 
personal 
enemies 
and 
with 
great prestige, could finally 
solve the country's 21-day-old 
government crisis. 


Schuman’s refusal to form 
a new cabinet came as snow­ 
balling labor unrest threaten­ 
ed new troubles for the coun 
try. There 
were threats of 
strikes 
a n d 
a 
nationwide 
“workers protest” against the 
current freeze on wages and 
the rising cost of living. In ad­ 
dition, there were reports that 
the French national treasury 
was almost empty and the 
country on the verge of bank 
ruptcy. 


Schuman refused to try in 
the face of previous failures by 
three other political leaders in 
their efforts to set up a gov­ 
ernment to replace that of 
P r e m i e r Maurice Bourges 
Maunoury. The later has re­ 
signed, but is remaining in of­ 
fice until a new regime can be 
set up. 


LONDON UFl — The British 
government today was report­ 
ed shaping up a proposal for 
pooling all U.S.-British scien­ 
tific resources, including nu­ 
clear and rocket research. 
Prime Minister Harold Mac­ 
millan, who will begin confer­ 
ences in Washington with Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower Wednesday, 
was expected to lay the plan 
before his Cabinet at a meeting 
today. 
JOINT DIRECTORATE 
Under the reported plan, the 
two 
allies would 
coordinate 
their scientific effort through 
joint planning directorate 
with headquarters in Washing­ 
ton. 
There was speculation that 
other members of the British 
Commonwealth 
and 
of 
the 
North Atlantic Alliance might 
be invited to join if the United 
States agreed. 
For the United States to take 
part, Congress might have to 
repeal or revise the McMahon 
Act, which sharply curtails the 
sharing of atomic information, 
even with friendly nations. 
Macmillan’s C o n s e r v a tive 
government evidently feels the 
recent forward strides by the 
Soviet Union 
may persuade 
Congress the act should be 
changed. 


Britain’s enthusiasm for a 
pooling of effort has been evi­ 
dent for some time. 


READY RESPONSE’ 
Referring to rocketry, De­ 
fense Minister Duncan Sandy’s 
told the recent annual confer­ 
ence of the Conservative par­ 
ty: "We regret very much that 
we should now be duplicating 
the efforts of rare scientific 
brains in this field. Should the 
Americans decide, in the light 
of recent developments, that 
some change is desirable, they

Court Nixes 
Appeal On 
Integration 


WASHINGTON (IP—The Su­ 
preme Court today struck an­ 
other 
blow at 
southern 
at­ 
tempts to block or delay school 
desegregation. 
It refused to hear a Virginia 
appeal against federal court 
orders to integrate the Norfolk 
and Newport News schools. 
This leaves in effect a rul­ 
ing by the 4th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals which knock­ 
ed down the barriers to school 
integration raised by Virginia’s 
1956 Pupil Placement Act. 
Other southern states have 
adopted similar laws to nullify 
the Supreme Court’s 1954 ra­ 
cial desegregation edict. They 
were watching today's action 
for an indication of how' their 
laws will fare in court. 
Neither the Supreme Court 
nor the appeals court ruled di­ 
rectly on the constitutionality 
of the Virginia law. But botii 
courts left standing an opinion 
by Federal District Judge Wal­ 
ter E. Hoffman of Norfolk that 
the law is unconstitutional.

SOX SEEKS SOX — C. F. (Sox) Stocking of tele­ 
phone company cuts way through palm fronds atop 
hydraulic ladder in search for still-invisible cat. 
Feline had been in tree since preceding day, grew 
quiet from obvious terror at noisy rescue goings-on. 


SUCCESS AT LAST — After morning-long search, 
cat is finally discovered. Sox the phone man hands 
down Sox the cat to Anderson, whose enticing 
calls of “kitty, kitty” etc., from atop ladder finally 
induced frightened feline to show himself. 


When a cat goes up a 
palm tree in San Rafael, a 
lot of things can happen. 
A lot of things did Friday 
at 38 Harcourt street. 
On Thursday morning, 
Sox, a six-month-old gray- 
brown and white tabby be­ 
longing to Erik Anderson, 
8, went up a palm tree in 
the front yard. The lowest 
fronds were some 30 feet * 
from the ground. Sox could­ 
n't get down again. 
Erik and his sisters and 
brother, Lynda, 10; 
Bebe 
Jill, 5, and Jode, 2, were 
naturally distressed. When 
the cat was still up the tree 
Friday morning, Erik call­ 
ed the Marin County Hu­ 
mane Society. 
TREE TOO TALL 
John Lytle a n d Irvin 
Sousa responded from the 
Humane Society. They took 
one look at the palm tree 
and opined it was too high 
for them. And Sox had re­ 
treated among the fronds 
and was no longer visible. 
Nor was he meowing. 
While Sousa and Lytle 


were trying to figure what 
to do, Mrs. Walter H. Leth­ 
bridge, next door at 3 Pine 
street, whose husband is 
Pacific Telephone and Tele­ 
graph Co. wire chief, got in­ 
terested and walked over 
to learn what was going on. 
She called the telephone 
company. 
The PT&T promptly dis­ 
patched two trucks, one 
equipped with a hydraulic 
ladder, manned by brothers 
C. F. Stocking Jr., of San 
Rafael. C. H. (Mike) Stock­ 
ing of Kentfield, and Ken 
Terry and Italo Tambuzzi 
of San Anselmo. 
But no one could see or 
hear Sox. 
CUT WAY THRU TREE 
The phone men went to 
work to cut their way to 
the cat. Taking turns on the 
hydraulic ladder, they cut 
away frond after frond with 
a saw mounted on the end 
of a long aluminum pipe. 
Meantime, the neighbors 
along Harcourt street gath- 
tred to watch the goings-on. 
The two older Anderson 


children went to school. 
By noon, the palm was 
rapidly taking on the ap­ 
pearance of a flag pole. And 
still no cat. 
At 12:30, the father of 
the family, Bryce W. Ander­ 
son, arrived home for lunch. 
He climbed a ladder set up 
against the tree and called 
“kitty, kitty” and other en­ 
ticing words. Sox meowed. 
RESCUE AT LAST 
“1 see him! There he is!” 
shouted Sousa in triumph 
from a second story window 
of the Anderson home. 
After that, it was a mat­ 
ter of minutes for the phone 
men to back a truck into 
position, swing out the hy­ 
draulic ladder for the res­ 
cue. Hero of the piece who 
reached in among the palm 
fronds to seize Sox the cat 
was C. F. Stocking, whose 
nickname is “Sox.” 
Sox the phone man hand­ 
ed down Sox the cat to An­ 
derson. The children were 
all present for the rescue 
except Bebe Jill, who had 
left for afternoon kinder­ 


garten. 
T h e y promptly 
smothered the saved feline 
with affection. 
YARD A JUNGLE 
As for t h e Anderson 
front yard — well, it looked 
something like the Burma 
jungles. 
But the cat (which, in­ 
cidentally, was turned over 
to the Humane Society by 
its Tiburon owners as a 
tiny kitten, and adopted by 
the Andersons) was safe. 
Everybody congratul a t e d 
each other and went back 
to more routine duties. 
S a i d Mrs. Lethbridge: 
“We haven’t had so much 
excitement 
o n 
Harcourt 
street since t h e Fourth 
street fire.” 
There w a s one minor 
“casualty”: 
Tambuzzi got 
stuck with a palm thorn. 
Anderson is the city edi­ 
tor of the Independent-Jour- 
nal. There’s an old saying 
in the craft that newspaper­ 
men never make news. But 
apparently it doesn’t apply 
t o 
newspapermen s 
chil­ 
dren’s cats.
